PITTSBURGH, Pa. fm—The soft 
coal industry believes 1958 may 
prove to be its “jumping off place” 
for important growth in years to 
come. 
Americans are using more #and 
more electric power, more iron and* 
steel, and there is a growing de­ 
mand for coal from overseas. 
Only two years ago coal produc­ 
tion hit the floor. Output dwindled 
to 329,000,000 tons, lowest since'the 
depression year 1938. 
Production rose to a remarkable 
405.000,000 tons in 1955, an ISS 
increase over the previous year, 
leading to a cautious but definite 
optimism among soft coal opera­ 
tors. 
The experts now declare that the 
once “ sick” coal industry is en­ 
tering an era of growth and pros­ 
perity that will lead to production 
of a billion tons a year in less than 
two decades. 
Dr. H. Beecher Cbarmbury of 
Pennsylvania State University fore­ 
sees an annual coal production of 
one billion tons by 1975 as a result 
of the nation’s increasing popula­ 
tion. 
Coal production in the last few 
years has been a marvel of indus­ 
trial efficiency. 
Coal is still sell­ 
ing at about the same price as 
eight years ago. Wages are higher, 
but the increased costs of mining 
coal have been off-set by greater 
efficiency and productivity.
